Sou, a cCaorge Bundy, have bssu unaaeked ae one of the chief arcuitocts of the 
Dallas coup d'etat of for, 22, 1963, in which President Kennedy died, You stand accused 
of High Treason, presidential murder, rscklosa warmongering and numerous war criase.

v*aled to the Senate Foreign Relations Uoiamitiee tout Kennedy had told hia about 10 days 
before his assassination that he bad ordered an intensive review of .uteri can policy in 
South Vietnam,, 

"j|happen to think that tne policies would iiavs been different tod the president 
lived long enough to complete his review," Senator Korsa said in that statement, "I don ” t 
think sa'd be sacrificing the lives of increasing cumbers of .unerican boys,.,,, today," 

With the added testimony of Sen, Hansfield four years later there can no longer bo any 
doubt that Kennedy in the last months of his Ufa was actively preparing for a pullout ~
